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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are much the same as they 
have been throughout. One new argument concerns the fact that, whereas the references relied upon both as secondary references and 
evidentiary references disclose the treatment of silica, Applicants' claims are directed to compositions containing doped metal oxides. The 
skilled artisan would appreciate that the claimed oxides, which, incidentally, include silica, would have similar surface attributes to silica and, 
hence, similar incompatibility with the polymer host. Of course, the Examiner has been consistent in stating that various properties of a 
metal oxide-filled polymer are improved when the filler is treated with an organosilicon compound because filler aggregation caused by its 
incompatibility with the polymer host is largely averted. Applicant also seems to imply that Lentz fails to remedy the shortcomings of the 
other references as they pertain to claim 16 because it teaches treatment of the silica with an acid as opposed to in the presence of a base 
(alkaline) or under neutral conditions. The Examiner is rather confused by this position because the claim clearly indicates that treatment 
with an acid represents one embodiment.. 
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
